So tJreat Britain, the United States 
and Canada divided up the available sugar 
supply and on a man-for-man basis Canada 
was given h% of the world’s supply for 
her share. 

Now it has been urged that if we in¬ 
creased our beet sugar erop there would 
be plenty of sugar for all Canadians—but 
since we are pooling all our sugar on a 


share-and-shure alike basis with the other 
countries, such an increase would only 
give us a tiny amount per person more 
something like I oUth of a pound per year 
at the most,. Furthermore, even if the 
labor were available for the sugar beet 
industry—which it isn't in the large numbers 
necessary to increase the production sub- 

y and we kept what we pro¬ 



duced, then our exports of cane sugar would 
be cut down accordingly. And cane sugar 
in many respects is a necessity. 

The shortage* of sugar is world-wide. 
But with the problem being handled as 
carefully and fairly as it is, we may he 
certain of one thing—the amount of sugar 
ed to each Canadian is as much ns 
can possibly be allowed at the present 
time. After 1 all, we are all in it together, 
nation by nation, with our belts pulled in 
exactly the same number of notches.
